Pattison 
Explains 
Opinion 


Albert W. Pattison, who last 
week submitted his resignation 
from the Citizens Civic Center 
Committee, has this week, as he 
promised, submitted a letter 
elaborating the opinion he set 
forth in the earlier letter. The 
full text of the current letter is 
presented here. 


To The Editor: 

Last week I became the 
fifth person to resign from the 
Citizens’ Civic Center Come 
mittee. Mmes, Patricia Wile 
these citizens did not agree 
with the proposed Civic Center 
plans and were unwilling to 
support the Bond Issue, 

Today I would like to share 
my thoughts and Committee exe 


periences with you and your 
readers. But, before I con- 
tinue, let me make a point 


clear. A Civic Center is needed. 
My opposition to the proposed 
plan is that it does not repree 
sent the best possible expendi- 
ture of tax dollars. During the 
informational sessions of the 


Committee and the addresses 
of Councilamn Rossitter to 
various groups of interested 


citizens, I heard nothing which 
justified a proposed $2,900,000 
expenditure. On the contrary, 
much of the information was 
economically unsound, 

This program has many fae 
cets. It is not my intention to 
discuss and examine all of 
them, but I would like to dwell 
on three very important points: 


the site, the cost of the site 
and the fallacy of something 
for nothing. 
SITE 

Why does the Civic Center 


have to be located in Old Town 
only seven blocks from the city 
limits of Ontario? 

Upland’s growth is to the 
north. The cities of Ontario 
and Montclair, the Cucamonga 
County Water District and the 
Los Angeles County line pro. 
vide effective barriers to Up- 
land’s growth to the east, south 
and west. In the planning for 
this multi-million dollar civic 
building program, why was not 
more consideration given to 
this northerly growth? A fore 
ward thinking citizen does not 
want to go through another 
costly building program, ten, 
fifteen or twenty years hence. 
Two million, Nine Hundred 
Thousand Dollars is a lot of 
money. The citizens of Upland 
deserve a lot of mileage from

he said. 

Cable, who has been fying 
for years, described the for- 
mation of frost on the window 
panes of his craft while he was 
at the high altitude. 

Cable tried to stretch his 
altitude even further, but his 
attempts didn’t work. 

Cable said he did not become 
Sleepy at any time while he was 
in the air, adding that the oxygen 
equipment he was using was 
“*good.”" 

The oxygen equipment, he 
said later, was the reason why 
_ his speech sounded slow coming 
| over the radio. He explained 
that it’s difficult to talk with 
the inflow of oxygen and talk- 
ing 1s done while exhaling, al- 
most as difficult. 

About the terrain from that 
altitude, Cable said: ‘It looked 
flat. . 2Jt’s hard to believe, but 
you can’t distinguish heights on 
the terrain. 

Cable went up with a full tank 
of gasoline (40 gallons) and one 
tank filled with five gallons. 

When he landed, he had used 
all but three gallons. 

Taking off from Cable Air- 
port, of which he is partowner, 
Cable made ‘‘orbits’? of the 
field and then began flying in 
a bit of a shuttle in the skies 
between Long Beach and Cata- 
line. 

The flight for record was 
made by Walter D, Cable, of 
Foothill Aircraft Sales and Ser- 
vice Inc., located at Cable Air- 
port. 

The aircraft is a 1966 stock 
model Cessna Turbo-System 
210 Centurion.

Moving Firm 
To Build New 
Warehouse 


Bekins Moving and Storage 


has purchased nine acres of. 


land on Foothill Blvd. to build 
anew warehouse, 

The property, between Euclid 
and San Antonio, was sold by 
Harold S, Stewart. The orange 
groves were owned by the Stew- 
art family for about 70 years. 

Bekins purchased the acreage 
for $276,000. The warehouse 
construction will require anad- 
ditional investment of $100,000 
to $150,000, according to Dick 
Smith, manager of the come 
pany’s Pomona facility. 

Completion of the warehouse 
is not anticipated until late this 
year or early next year. Itwill 
be 15,000 square feet and have 
a capacity of about 350,000 cu. 
bic feet. 

According to Smith, Upland 
wes selected for the new waree 
house site primarily because 
of its growth as a first class 
residential district. 

The Foothill acreage was 
chosen for future development 
as a shopping center. Bekins 


prefers to locate their waree 
houses in or adjacent to shope 
ping centers.

(Continued from Page |) 
this expenditure. 

Is the Civic Center for the 
Ol4 Town merchants and pro- 
perty owners or the citizens 
of Upland? 

Last summer, at the first 
formal session of the Citizens’ 
Civic Center Committee, com- 
mitteeman Paul Hottel, the ow- 
ner of a business establishment 
adjoining the proposed Civic 
Center site, and Oda Fretwell, 
owner of property to be sold to 
the city, argued that the ques- 
tion of the site was not at 
issue. 

Then Mr. Frank Carpenter, 
now a member of the Planning 
Commission, stated, *The site 
has been decided by the city 
council. We should go from 
that point and get the job done.” 

Last week Upland Retail Mer- 
chants Association President 
Roger Olson continued with the 
same line of thinking. He 
stated, We all feel that this 
Civic Center should be a real- 
ity and that it should be built 
in the present areas of the city 
hall. It would be good for the 
downtown area and would cer- 
tainly contribute to the revital- 
ization of downtown business. 
The people don’t seem to un- 
derstand this Civic Center is 
going to be built on the pro- 
posed site whether this bond 
issue passes or not. The city 
has purchased most of this 
land. It ts certainly not going 
to just let this money go to 
waste.® 

If so much has been prede- 
termined, why bother to have 
an election? It was only last 
summer that Councilman 
Christensen reminded the coun- 
cil of the sluggishness of the 
Old Town merchants and pro- 
perty owners and the possible 
need for urban renewal. Now 
the council has the nerve toask 
the taxpayers to subsidize bus- 
inessmen who are unwilling to 
get up off of their couch. 

THE COST OF THE SITE 

The site which the Old Town 
business community so unani- 
mously supports represents a 
total of 6.09 acres, Of this 
3.09 acres, the city owns 1.12 
acres and will have to acquire 
4.97 acres. The minimum cost 
of acquisition is estimated to 
be $738,578. I use the term 
minimum because this three- 
quarter of a million dollar 
figure represents the appraised 
value of the property and not 
necessarily the city’s acquisi- 
tion costs. Some property own- 
ers may not be willing to ac- 
cept the appraised value for 
their property. 


the regional shopping centers 
planned for San Bernardino and 
Montclair. 

lf this were the only site a- 
vailable, the citizens of Upla@ad 
would be obliged to support it. 
But, the fact remains that many 
acreage parcels are available 
throughout the city. Some of 
these parcels are available at 
costs which do not even ap- 
proach one-half of the cast of 
the council selected site. Poor 
location is not the only thing 
which would be remedied by a 
change of site. Another site 
could save the taxpayers in 
excess of $300,000. 

THE FALLACY OF SOME- 
THING FOR NOTHING 

In part, the proponents of 
the proposed Civic Center have 
attempted to justify the site and 
its cost by anassumed increase 
in assessed valuation for nearby 
properties. The idea is thatany 
increase in the assessed valu- 
ation of Old Town properties 
will help pay for the Civic Cen- 
ter because of the increased 
property taxes generated. 

In the remainder of the city, 
the assessed valuation of resi- 
dential and commercial proper- 
ties will not be affected by the 
Civic Center. For these pro- 
perties, assessed values will 
tend to remain unchanged. 

Throughout the city, all pro- 
perties will be subject to a 
higher tax rate and taxes. 

No doubt the Civic Center 
will enhance the area surround- 
ing it. But, I see no reason for 
all tax-payers to pay increased 
taxes for such an insignificant 
by-product. This Civic Center 
Bond Issue is costly and should 
be recognized as such. It is so 
costly I wonder how future 
municipal needs are going tobe 
paid. 

On Jan. 25, I am going to the 
polls to vote. My vote will be 
NO on the Civic Center Bond 
Issue. In the meantime, Iam 
urging my friends and neigh- 
bors to investigate this Bond 
Issue thoroughly before voting.

The Up- 
land Civic Assoctation, tn {ts 
Statement, refers to Olson's 
comments, 

Olson, being informed of the 
Civic Association statement, 
said that in the interest of 
keeping the central question 
unclouded, he would pot make 
a formal reply. 

Olson was quoted as saying, 
*We all feel that this Civic 
Center should become a real- 
ity and that tt should be built 
in the present area of the City 
Hall. It would be good for the 
downtown area and would cer- 
tainly contribute to the revital- 
ization of downtown business .® 

Olson was irdirectly quoted 
as saying that the present bond 
issue would actually cost tax. 
payers less than if it falled 
and was financed under lease- 


back.

is responsible for the perform- 
ance of such duties and minis- 
terial functions as may be 
Placed in his charge by the 
Board of Supervisors, advises 
and makes recommendations to 
the Board upon matters which 
are brought before it and are 
within his administrative au- 
thority, and coordinates the 
work of the departments of 
County government. 


FINDINGS: 


1. Under existing practices 
of the Board of Supervisors 
this officer does not function 
in conformance with Ordinance 
No. 923 (Chapter ll], County 
Government Code). 

He is assigned duties beyond 
the scope of this ordinance by 
the Board and, on occasion, he 
has assumed responsibilities 
which were not directly as- 
signed to him by the Board in 
order to expeditiously carry on 
County business. 

2. Under Ordinance No. 923, 
adopted in May, 1960 and in- 
corporated as Chapter 111 of 
the County Covernment Code 
in 1963, the office of Adminis- 
trative Officer is obviously de- 
Signated as a staff function to 
the Board of Supervisors. 

Because our County govern- 
ment has grown immensely in 
complexity and size (approxi- 
mately $80,000,000.00 annual 
budget) the increased responsi- 
bilities of this position call for 
authority to make decisions not 
presently vested in the position 
of County Administrative Of- 
ficer. 

The scope of the position has 
gone beyond the statistical and 
administrative staff function 
assigned the present Adminis- 
trative Officer. In short, we 
believe the position has grown 
beyond the authority legally 
permissible to the present Ad- 
ministrative Officer who has 
nevertheless assumed many 
such prerogatives. 

The salary of $23,832.00 pre- 
sently paid to the Adminjstra- 
tive Officer is among the high- 
est salaries paid to a County 
employee and is sufficient to 
secure the services ofa trained 
executive with experience and 
abilities commensurate with the 
responsibilities of the position. 

3. The present methods used 
by the Board and Administra- 
tive Officer in conducting busin- 
ess and communicating with 
other County departments and 
agencies is cumbersome and 
inefficient.

A systems analysis approach 
to water management is needed 
in California, a long-time state 
public health official said ina 
University of California Exten- 
sion lecture. 

*This way you would know 
you were doing the most good 
for the most people,” according 
to F. M, Stead, chief of the di- 
viston environmental sani- 
tation for the State Department 
of Public Health.
